A. B., do solemnly swear (or affirm) that I 
have never voluntarily borne arms against the 
+ United States since I have been a citizen thereof; 
that I have voluntarily given no aid, countenance, 
counsel Or encouragement to persons engaged in 
armed hostility thereto; that I have neither 
sought, nor accepted, nor attempted to exercise 
the functions of any office whatever under any 
authority or pretended authority in hostility to 
the United States; that I have not yielded a volun- 
tary support to any pretended government, 
authority, power or constitution within the 
United States hostile or inimical thereto. And TI 
do further swear (or affirm) that, to the best of 
my knowledge and ability, I will support and de- 
fend the Constitution ofthe United States against 
all enemies, foreign and domestic; that I will bear 
true faith and allegiance to the same: and that 
I take this obligation freely, without any mental 
reservation or purpose of evasion; and that I 
will well and faithfully discharge the duties of 
the office I am about to enter; so help me God. 


Although later, in the case of ex parte Garland, 
the Supreme Court declared this oath unconstitu- 
tional, numbers of duly elected Representatives were 
sacrificed to it before it was judicially passed upon. | 
On July 3, 1867, eight Representatives elected from | 
Kentucky were denied seats, though four were sub- 
sequently allowed to qualify. The Supreme Court 
held that the Constitution prescribed only an oath 
“to support this Constitution,” and that, on the legal 
principle expressio unius exclugio alterius, it was to 
be presumed the Constitution meant what was writ- 
ten and nothing more. Following this the four- 
teenth amendment was submitted and adopted, section 
3 being drawn with the design of rendering ineligible 
to sit in Congress any person who had engaged in 
ingurrection or rebellion against the United States.

For an exhibition of the old and the new 
spirit side by side, let us commend to you what 
is reported to have happened the other day in 
the border dispute betwen Texas and Okla- 
homa.
